WASHINGTON, Jan, 13.—())— 
An already dimmed prospect of legis- 
lative action this week on setting up 
the reconstruction corporation, a 
$2,000,000,000 proposal of President 
Hoover, was subjected to deeper blur 
today when Representative McFadden, 
republican, of Pennsylvania, said the 
bill was “unfit’’ for consideration. 

McFadden, ranking republican on 
the banking committee, which framed 


the bill before the house, made his 
second attack on proposals of the pres- 
ident with words and terms of such 
nature that he was interrupted by 
Representative Stafford, Wisconsin 
republican, who cautioned him he was 
“making most serious charges.” The 
Wisconsin solon asked for a basis of 
the charges, and McFadden replied 
they were based on federal reserve 
bank operations. 

The Pennsylvanian charged the re- 
construction corporation bill with be- 
ing a scheme “for gouging $500,000,- 
000 out of the treasury of the United

“It is a scheme,” he said, “for tak- 
ing half a billion dollars of the peo- 
ple’s anoney and giving it to @super- 
corporation for the sinister purpose of 
helping a gang of finangjal looters to 
cover. up their tracks, :

Setting forth the many ways in 
whieh churches of Atlanta contribute 
to tinfortunate and needy persons, or- 
phans and others who have been af- 
fected by the wave of unemployment 
resulting from business depression, the 
special committee appointed by the 
Christian Council, Wednesday made 
public its attitude toward relief of 
such distress, and reiterated its oppo-

The report made public by the ‘com- 
mittee was in consequence of a con- 
ference called in December by Dr. 
R. L. Russell, chairman of the com- 
mittee, and was made public ‘‘as 
resentative of the attitude and rela- 
tionship of the churches to the pres- 
ent unempleyment situation.” 

“It will be an immeasurable trage- 
dy,” the report points out, “if the 
forces for righteous relief should be- 
come pitted against each other is 
jealousy and abusive attack.”

Premier Also Becomes 
Foreign Minister in Re- 
organization of Cabinet.

PARIS, Jan. 13.—(/)—Pierre La- 
val, sturdy little Auvergnat, who was 
President Hoover’s guest at the White 
House last autumn, again became head 
of the French government as premier 
in the reorganization of his’ cabinet 
tonight. 

He also took over the portfolio of 
foreign minister, held so long by Aris- 
tide Briand, and induced his old-time 
friend and’ predecessor in the premier- 
ship, Andre Tardieu, to accept the 
post: of minister of war, vacated by 
the death of Andre Maginot. 

Thus M. Tardieu will go to Geneva 
as France's principal representative 


to the disarmament conference on 


February 2. 

Succeeding Premier Laval in the all- 
important post of minister of the in- 
terior, on which the outcome of next 
springs legislative elections may 
hinge, is young Pierre Cathala, a dis- 
ciple of Layal and Tardieu. 

Agricultural Post. 

To succeed Tardieu in the agricul- 
ture department, which controls and 
cares for France’s great rural popu- 
lation, the premier gelegted Achille 
Fould, young former Whdersecretary, 
who was given ministerial rank. 

The French cabinet crisis, one of 
the briefest in the history of the third 
republic, thus was terminated at mid- 
night. Premier Laval said he had 
urged M. Briand to participate in the 
work of the new cabinet in whatever 
capacity he felt able—presumably as 
minister, without portfolio—so as to 
lend the weight of his méral influence 
to the incoming government's en- 
deavor. 

The foreign minister whom the 
premier supplanted had not promised 
anything, M. Laval said, but the pre- 
mier would try again to persuade him

Judge Park Urges U. S. Donation 
Of Cotton, Wheat to Red Cross 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., Jan. 13. 
Jujige James B. Park, judge of the 
mulgee superior court circuit, vet- 
eran jurist and himself a practical 
farmer, today advocated donation of 
wheat and cotton held, by the federal 
farm board to the Red Cross as a pos- 
sible means of ending the depression. 
The recommendation was made in his 
charge to the Baldwin grand jury at 
the opening of the Baldwin superior 
court here today. 

Judge Park stated that President 
Hoover had announced himself as be- 
ing opposed to a dole, but asserted 
that the moratorium that President 
Hoover had proposed was nothing 
short of a dole from this government 
to foreign governments, and also as- 
serted that charity should begin at 
home. He then cited the fact that 
President Hoover had approved of 
congressional appropriations to the 


widows of deceased senators and con-/| m 


gressmen and other like appropria- 
tions and that this was nothing but 
a dole. He said that while he was 
not condemning President Hoover's 
acts in approving such appropria- 
tions to widows of deceased represen- 
tatives, that he simply pointed out to 
show that the president was not con- 
sistent in his remarks, and that if he 
was opposed to a dole for the common 
people and the vast army of jobless 
citizens over the country, that he 
should ‘at least specify that he was 
opposed to a dole for the jobless and 
lower classes and that he was in favor

ered. In every case where the pres- 
sure-reducing medicines brought down 
the blood pressure ‘measurably the 
function of the heart was correspond- 
ingly impaired. On the basis of these 
observations the doctors corcluded 
that it is unwise to administer pres- 
sure-reducing medicines 48 routine 
treatment in cases of so-called hyper- 
tension. 

There is no reason to imagine that 
the reduction of the blood pressure by 
other measures than drugs, such as 
restricted diet, depleting baths, or 
‘physicotherapy, is less injurious than 
is reduction produced by medicines 
which act upon the arteries or ar- 
terioles. 

In. most cases when the blood pres- 
sure rises above the usual or “normal” 
and remains constantly above’ the 
usual pressure, this is aycompensatory 
reaction, necessary to maintain effi- 
cient circulation in spite of the con- 
dition which taxes the circulation. 
Attacking the high blood pressure 
without careful consideration of the 
condition underlying it is as foolish 
as it would be to resort to drugs or 
baths or other remidies to lower fever 
without regard for tha sickness that 
causes it.

Lady Luck Proved Impartial 
In Match, Culbertson Claims 


(This is the third of a series 
of four articles by Ely Culbert- 
son reviewing the games played . 
in the bridge contract tourna- 
ment with Sidney S. Lenz.)

NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—It is fre 

quent at the bridge table for the un- 
successful player to soften the blow 
to his inferiority complex and pos- 
sibly also to his pocketbook by the 
remark, “You had all the luck.” That 
might be true over an evening's ses- 
sion or even for a week, but blind 
chance is so impartial that when she 
is given an opportunity, she distrib- 
utes her favors with remarkable exact- 
ness, 

It has been pointed out that in 
my 150 rubber contract match with 
Sidney S. Lenz to test the approach 
forcing and official systems of con- 
tract bidding the cards held were al- 
most exactly even. My partners and I 
held one and one-half  honor-tricks 
more than did Mr. Lenz and his part- 
ners. They held 26 more aces than 
we, while we had 34 more kings than 
fell to their lot when fate dealt the 
ecards. Our margin of victory was 
8,980 points. 

I had expected to win this match 
by 20,000 points and at least one- 
half of the amount that I fell short 
of that figure was due to the fact that 
our opponents used approach bids 
rather than no-trump bids in reaching 
their final contracts, thus disclosing 
to each other the distribution as well 
as the high cards contained in their 
hands and assuring that the final 
contract would be based on scientifi- 
cally drawn inferences rather’ than 
blind guesses: 

Before this match began many of 
my friends told me that it was idiotic 
to leave, such important issues to the 
luck of the cards. They pointed out 
to me the fact that no one can pro- 
tect himself against, a run of yar- 
boroughs and near yarboroughs.
